By-Law 


Defeated By Ratepayers _ 


The building by-law of the Olds 
School Division No, 31, to provide 
new schools at Didsbury and Car. 
Stairs, Was turned down by the 
ratepayers at the general vote taken 
over the whole School Division on 
Wednesday, January 31. The vote 
was light, only 1477 eligible rate- 
payers casting ballots, Of this total 
450 voted for the by-law, 1015 voted 
against, With 12 spoiled ballots. 

The Didsbury poll favored the by- 
law with 161 voting “For” and 18 
“Against.” At Carstairs, where one 
of the schools was to have been 
built, the vote was 35 “For” and 62 
against. 

Now that the building by-law has 
been turned down by the ratepayers 
the matter of the new schools is 
thrown back into the hands of the 
Board of Trustees of the Olds 
School Division No, 31, and with the 
urgent need for more school accom- 
modation at Didsbury and Carstairs 
some decision will have to be made 
immediately.

Cities are more shaeNETBIE to ait 
attack than are the small towns, 
said Air Vice Marshal G.R. Howsam 
Provincial Co-ordinator of Civil De 
fence. 

Air Vice Marshal Howsam said, 
“It will be remembered that Prem 
ier Manning told us, Alberta is un- 
likely to be selected for mass air 
attack, The premier also said en 
emy bombers were likely to 
over Alberta en route to the large 
industrial centres in the U.S. If the 
enemy bombers are turned back by 
our fighter aircraft they would want 
fo drop their bomb loads at once, 
and any handy rural target might 
be attacked, 

If a bomber had any choice he 
would drop his bomb load on im 
portant targets such as industrial 
areas Where more damage would 
be caused, said the Provincial Co 
ordinator, For this reagon eity dwe! 
lers must take special precaution 
he added. 

“On the other hand city dwellers 
have more neighbors, organized in 
dividuals and civil defence 
Which would rally around to 
aid, Self help and mutual aid 
the two important keys to survival 
under air attack.’ said Ait 
Marshal Howsam.

IRISH CATTLE POPULATION 
AT RECORD LEVEL 


The Irish cattle population has con- 

tinued to increase and now totals 
4,324,300, the highest figure record- 

ed since statistics were first pub- | 
lished in 1947. On June 1, 1950, the 
cattle population was 4.8 per cent 
higher than at the same date in 
1919. The herds had sunk to the 
lowest level recorded in 1947, and 
the effort made in the last couple 
of years has had remarkable re- 

sults. The biggest increase is in the 
number of cattle of one year and 
under two, which has risen from 
812,500 to 914,000, or 12.5 per cent.
